Unrest in Ferguson 


Outsiders blamed as 
Missouri violence flares

Scores of protesters, peaceful at dusk, con- 
tinued to march Tuesday in Ferguson, Mo., 
as city and community leaders pleaded with 
residents to stay home for “nighttime quiet 
and reconciliation,” hoping to put an end to 
the violent clashes with heavily armed po- 
lice that have erupted after dark for more 
than a week. 

Police had closed down the main street 
and site of repeated confrontations be- 
tween heavily armed police and demon- 
strators angry over the shooting death of 
unarmed 1 8 -year-old Michael Brown by a 
Ferguson police officer. Despite the call 
to stay home, the crowds appeared to be 
growing as night fell and a heavy police 
presence began to assemble. 

The protests unfolded on the eve of the 
Ferguson visit by Attorney General Eric 
Holder, who said Tuesday that federal inves- 
tigators have interviewed hundreds of people 
in connection with the police shooting death 
of Brown, who is black, by a white officer. 

Also Tuesday a group of African-Ameri- 
can attorneys called for the St. Louis County 
prosecutor to remove himself from the in- 
vestigation of Brown’s Aug. 9 death, and a 
government source said the federal autopsy 


of Brown would show that the unarmed 
black man had six gunshot wounds. 

In an op-ed piece posted by the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch titled, ‘A Message to the Peo- 
ple of Lerguson,” Holder strongly defended 
his decision to push forward with a federal 
civil rights investigation. Local law enforce- 
ment officials in Missouri are being accused 
of not moving fast enough in investigating 
Brown’s death. 

The attorney general revealed that about 
40 LBI agents and some of the Justice De- 
partment Civil Rights Division’s “most ex- 
perienced prosecutors have been deployed 
to lead this process, with the assistance of 
the United States attorney in St. Louis.” 

A U.S. military medical examiner has 
concluded a federal autopsy of Brown and 
it shows six gunshot wounds, according to 
a government source who asked not to be 
identified. Holder confirmed in his op-ed 
that the autopsy was completed. 

The federal autopsy was the third post- 
mortem to be performed on Brown. The 
first autopsy was performed by the St. Louis 
County medical examiner, and the second 
on behalf of Brown’s family 

The results of the county autopsy have 
not been made public. The private autop- 
sy, like the federal postmortem, showed 
six gunshot wounds. 


Holder, who requested the federal autop- 
sy, has said a separate Justice Department 
civil rights investigation of the shooting will 
review the county-performed autopsy 

On Tuesday morning, after peaceful pro- 
tests in Ferguson devolved into the ninth 
night of unrest with at least 31 arrests and 
two shootings, residents gathered to clean 
up debris from embattled West Florissant 
Avenue. More than 78 people have been ar- 
rested in Ferguson since the protests began, 
according to St. Louis County police. 

The Monday clashes led to the arrests of 
people from as far away as California and 
New Tbrk, underscoring what Missouri 
State Highway Patrol Capt. Ron Johnson 
said is a small minority of outsiders stirring 
up trouble. 

Officers came under “heavy gunfire” over- 
night, he said, requiring the use of tear gas to 
disperse unruly crowds. He emphasized that 
police did not fire a single bullet. 

One demonstrator from Chicago told the 
Washington Post he and others were willing 
to use violence to get justice. 

“This is not the time for no peace,” said 
the 27-year-old, who would not give his 
name. “We are jobless men, and this is our 
job now— getting justice. If that means vio- 
lence, that’s OK by me. They’ve been doing 
this to us for years.” 


4 Chicagoans 
among protesters 
arrested in Missouri

Charlie Coffeen was one of four Chicagoans 
arrested Monday in Lerguson, Mo., more 
than a week after a police officer there shot 
and killed an unarmed teenager and sparked 
protests. 

A 26 -year-old musician from Logan 
Square, Coffeen took part in rallies Sunday 
and Monday protesting the death of Mi- 
chael Brown, the 18 -year-old who was killed 
by Lerguson Officer Darren Wilson. 

“He’s not an anomaly,” Coffeen said of 
Brown. “It’s a big deal. It’s worth getting an- 
gry about.” 

During a tele- 
phone interview 
with the Tribune on 
Tuesday, Coffeen 
said he was protest- 
ing peacefully when 
a group of about 40 
officers in riot gear 
urged people to 
leave the area. He said he walked away so he 
could meet another friend. 

That’s when he encountered another 
group of officers. 

Coffeen said he “stopped and put my 
hands up and asked where to go.” He said po- 
lice told him to lie on his stomach. An officer 
placed zip ties on his hands and put a knee to 
his back to pin him on the ground, he said. 

“I’m tired of these people,” Coffeen said 
he heard one of the officers say 

Coffeen was among dozens of protesters 
arrested and taken to the St. Louis County 
Jail. Like Coffeen, most were detained for 
refusing to obey police orders to disperse. 
He said he was not formally charged with a 
crime. He was released around 5 a.m. Tues- 
day morning. 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


» Michael Brown’s parents said Tuesday 
morning that the prosecution of the of- 
ficer who shot their unarmed son is the 
only way to bring peace to the streets 
of Ferguson. 

» Lawyers for Brown’s family announced 
plans on Tuesday for his funeral ser- 
vices, which will be held Monday. 

» Schools remained closed in Ferguson 
as officials feared for the safety of 
children who would be walking to and 
from campuses.

AFTER A FEW BUMPS IN THE ROAD, CITY’S RAILS-TO-TRAILS PROJECT IS BACK ON TRACK

Chicago’s rails-to-trails project known as the 
Bloomingdale Trail remains a construction 
site, but the planned biking and pedestrian 
passageway is taking shape as crews carve out 
shallow valleys that will add small hills and 
dales along the otherwise flat route. 

On a recent hard-hat tour of the construc- 
tion site on the city’s Northwest Side, RedEye 
got a chance to walk the route whose con- 
tours are a departure from the flatland that 
is Chicago. The 2.7-mile east-west trail runs 
between Armitage and North avenues, from 
Ridgeway Avenue east to Ashland Avenue. 

When you consider the designer behind 
The 606 — the newly dubbed name for the 
elevated trails and street-level parks that will 
hug the route— the elevation changes aren’t 
necessarily a surprise. New York-based Mi- 
chael Van Valkenburgh, a graduate of the 
University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign, 
is also the chief designer of Maggie Daley 


Park, an under-construction landscape east 
of Millennium Park that also will feature hilly 
terrain constructed from an otherwise flat 
field. Van Valkenburgh couldn’t be reached 
for comment. 

“Chicago is extremely flat, so the elevation 
changes in the Bloomingdale Trail wiU provide 
something many of us don’t see every day” said 
Beth White, Chicago regional director for the 
Trust for Public Land, the private foundation 
spearheading the $95 million project. 

The trail will be wheelchair accessible 
and White said the slight elevation changes 
should be navigable for anyone. 

“The entire trail and access ramps were 
designed to meet all ADA {Americans with 
Disabilities Act] accessibility requirements so 
that everyone can enjoy it,” she said. 

Construction has been slower than expect- 
ed, thanks in part to an unusually cold winter 
that froze the ground anywhere from 4 to 
10 feet deep in many places. Plans for the next 
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phases of construction were announced last 
month, along with a new date for The 6o6’s 
completion: June 2015. 

Other planned features of The 606 are still 
hard to imagine, such as a hill and observa- 
tory at the far western end of the trail, and 
a park at the foot of the trail. And 
while the trail itself is uneven soil 
and rubble now, it eventually 
will become a concrete road, 

10 feet in width, bordered 
by 2 feet of rubber walkway 
on either side. The goal is 
to give runners, cyclists and 
casual users of the trail alike 
room to navigate around 
each other, planners said. 

For those who want to stop 
and appreciate the views from 
above some of the West Side’s expansive 
boulevards, there will be poured concrete 
seating along the railings where the bridges 
cross over Humboldt Boulevard and other 
roads, planners say 

“It’s going to be pretty unique; you have this 
ribbon of green cutting through the commu- 
nity, and sort of this earthen structure that’s 
bound to the earth, and you’ll have these 
parks that are like gateways,” White said. “It 
will be a lush landscape. Lots of trees, places 
you can sit and be contemplative.” 



So far, the project’s starkest visual change 
has been the removal of the Ashland Avenue 
Bridge, which was lifted at the end of March 
and re-installed over Western Avenue in 
April. White said developers also plan to an- 
nounce another bridge-moving in the coming 
months, this time at the intersection 
of Milwaukee and Leavitt avenues. 
The bridge there will be lifted, 
she said, so a new support sys- 
tem can be installed under- 
neath. 

Once completed, the 
Bloomingdale Trail could 
draw many tourists to Logan 
Square and Humboldt Park 
for the first time, but some 
residents around Bloomingdale 
Avenue already have a long history 
of climbing up to the tracks— technically 
trespassing— to get a rare, free view of the city 
from above. 

“It was really the most intrepid trespassers 
who went up there, and there were definitely 
some illicit things that went on up there, 
but for the most part, it was people looking 
for a place to get away,” said Ben Helphand, 
board president of the nonprofit Friends of 
the Bloomingdale Trail, which helped plan its 
redevelopment. 

Helphand said the rail’s elevation and se- 


cludedness has drawn people up to the site for 
years, for a gamut of activities, from jogging 
to drug use to, in his case, taking engagement 
photos. 

“The trail is only 16 or 17 feet tall, but Chi- 
cago’s so flat, the views are wonderful,” he 
said. “If it was just a railroad bed, it wouldn’t 
have captured people’s imaginations like 
this.” 

Realtors have been eyeing the project for 
its potential to attract home buyers. 

Then there are the folks living in the neigh- 
borhood like Jonathan Surratt, 40, of Logan 
Square, who owns a townhome that overlooks 
the trail near Rockwell Avenue. He said he is 
looking forward to the changes the trail likely 
will bring to the neighborhood, including 
more vibrant street life and higher property 
values. But the project has caused a few head- 
aches, too, including the elimination of park- 
ing spots near his property 

“Right now, people going from East to 
West are not going down my street, they’re 
going on North {Avenue} or Armitage {Av- 
enue},” he said. “If anything, I think it will 
make the street more active, and noise could 
be an issue. Our bedroom windows are right 
at the level of the trail. If teenage kids are run- 
ning back and forth screaming and yelling, we 
can hear it.”

WHAT’S IN A 
RAILWAY NAME? 

Ripples went through the community of 
preservationists and neighbors of the 
Bloomingdale Trail last summer when 
planners announced that the rails-to-trails 
project would be rebranded “The 606.” 

The name comes from the first three 
digits of the ZIP code most Chicagoans 
share, according to officials, and also 
evokes numbered railcars and road 
routes, and was invented pro bono by a lo- 
cal ad agency. 

The point, officials said, was to eliminate 
confusion for newcomers drawn to the 
revitalized trail who may not be familiar 
with Bloomingdale Avenue, the West Side 
street along which the trail runs, or could 
confuse the name with Bloomingdale’s de- 
partment stores or Bloomington, III. 

Though some community members 
worried the rebranding effort would erase 
some of the trail’s history, Beth White, the 
Chicago director of the Trust for Public 
Land, the nonprofit spearheading the 
project, clarified that the elevated rail- 
way itself would still be referred to as the 
Bloomingdale Trail.

A south suburban Harvey hostage situation in- 
volving five children and a woman that began 
midday Tuesday dragged late into the evening, 
with three of the youths released by two males 
who earlier barricaded themselves in a house 
and shot two police officers, authorities said. 

The standoff brought officers from 26 law en- 
forcement agencies to the scene. Officials also 
evacuated about 100 residents and a few dozen 
teachers from a nearby school, officials said. 

Harvey Mayor Eric Kellogg said one officer 
was grazed on the arm and was treated at the 
scene. The other officer was wounded in the 
elbow and taken to Advocate Christ Medical 
Center in Oak Lawn, where his condition was 
stabilized, the mayor said. 

The two offenders, one of them armed, took a 
woman and five children hostage inside a home 
at 147th Street/Sibley Boulevard and Robey 
Avenue, where the shooting occurred around 
12:45 p-tn., officials said. 

“We got a call of a break-in and officers ap- 
proached the scene and there was an exchange 
of gunfire,” Harvey spokesman Sean Howard 
said. 

The first of the three children to be released, 
whom Howard described as “sickly” was let 
go in the early evening. The second and third, 
one of whom is i year old, were released shortly 
thereafter, officials said. 

Rosa L. Parks Middle School, across the 
street from the hostage scene, was put on lock- 
down, Howard said. School was not in session. 


he said, and students were not in the building, 
but about 45 staff members preparing for the 
upcoming school year had to be escorted from 
the building. 

The Cook County Sheriff’s Police hostage 
and barricade team was at the scene, along with 
the Illinois State Police SWAT team, officials 
said. Three helicopters were also deployed. 


Howard said Tuesday afternoon that at least 
one negotiator had been in communication 
with the gunman through a window He could 
not say if the hostages were related to the men. 

“This is a very intense situation right now, 
we’re aiming for it to be resolved peacefully” 
Howard said. “We don’t want to do anything 
that would jeopardize the negotiation process.” 


Bali slaying case: 
Police files 
show daughter 
abused mother

In the years before she would be 
implicated in the beating death 
of her mother on Bali, Heather 
Mack was accused of locking her 
mother in a closet, stealing thou- 
sands of dollars from her, punch- 
ing and biting her repeatedly and 
once pushing her to the ground 
so hard that she broke her arm, 
according to newly released po- 
lice reports. 

Yet Sheila von Wiese-Mack re- 
mained reluctant to press charges 
or have her daughter admitted to 
a hospital for mental health treat- 
ment, according to the Oak Park 
police reports, which date from 
2008 to 2013. 

Although the reports suggest 
that Mack was receiving coun- 
seling, in the end they portray a 
mother at her wit’s end to control 
her troubled daughter. 

Last Tuesday von Wiese- 
Mack’s body was found stuffed 
in a suitcase that had been left in 
the trunk of a taxi in Bali. Mack, 
18, and her 21-year-old boyfriend. 
Tommy Schaefer, will stand trial 
in her death, according to Indo- 
nesian authorities. 


Record low OJ sales squeeze local

Poor orange juice, the glass is looking half- 

empty when it comes to demand. 

Sales of OJ have fallen to the lowest ever re- 
corded, according to a Wall Street Journal re- 
port Tuesday With beverage drinkers increas- 
ingly reaching for other fruit juices or taking 
vitamin pills as an alternative. Jack Scoville of 
Chicago-based Price Futures Group said the 
trend isn’t surprising. 

‘As other alternatives have become avail- 
able to people, we have seen this reduction 
in demand,” Scoville, vice president of Price 
Futures Group, said. “{We have} seen it gone 
down month after month, year after year.”

The Florida Department of Citrus released 
Nielsen data Monday which showed four-week 
orange juice sales are down 9.2-percent from a 
year ago. At 34.96 million gallons, sales are at the 
lowest ever since data began being tracked in 
2002, according to the dataset. Local or regional 
sales figures were not included in the report. 

So what are Chicago consumers reaching 


for if they’re not grabbing the orange stuff for 
their morning commutes? Jose Torres, owner 
of Lupito’s Juice Bar at the CTA’s Damen 
Pink Line station, said it could be a shift in 
marketing. For the past month, he’s touted a 
“Super Green” juice to the commuter crowd, 
and orange juice sales have plummeted. 

“The thing is we are giving them more op- 
tions,” Torres said. “I would say it is a dramatic 
drop actually, about 40 percent.” 

Torres said he’s gone from ordering two boxes 
of oranges— which contain about 90 oranges— 
to one box since he introduced the juice. The 
shift hasn’t been felt everywhere. At Orange 
restaurant in Roscoe Village, sales haven’t 


businesses 

seen a slip at all. 

“For us, they are just as good as they have 
always been,” manager Joseph Palmer said. 

And, in case you’re wondering, demand for 
OJ mixed with booze isn’t hurting either. 

Kathleen McGrath, manager of brunch 
spot Kitsch’n on Roscoe, next door to Or- 
ange, said brunches on Saturday and Sunday 
have been seeing steady sales of 100 to 120 mi- 
mosas (champagne and orange juice) for some 
time, and don’t show signs of slowing. 

“I’ve heard {consumption} was down, but 
we haven’t seen it on our end,” she said. “Our 
sales here are pretty consistent.”

Do the ideas for songs oniy come aiong 
when you set aside time to focus on music, or 
do you find yourseif working on a movie and 
have a musicai idea come into your mind? 

I find often that if Fm engaged in a creative 
endeavor, whether it’s a music thing, making 
movies or making a pot with clay or a paint- 
ing or something, I find it shakes up all my 
creative impulses. It used to kind of bother 
me when I’d be in my hotel room studying 
for a scene I would have the next day and a 
song idea would pop into my head or 
an idea for a painting. But now 
I’ve learned to let those 
things flourish as they 
come up because it 
all kind of informs 
each other. 

Why did that 
used to bother 
you? 

Well, because 
you’ve got 
lines to learn. I 
thought I was be- 
ing distracted from 
what I was supposed 
to be doing. 

The music you’ve released is on 
the mellow side. Was there ever a time 
in your life, had you made music then, that 
the sound would have been louder and more 
intense? And what does it take to get you 
worked up these days? 

{Laughs.} Well, I think in our show we’ve 
got some more up-tempo pieces where it’s 
fun— the band, they really get into it, and 
I get into it too. That may be a surprise for 
some people. 

ON CHICAGO 

‘Tve spent very little time in Chicago. I’m 
anxious to get there. I understand it’s a 
beautiful town, and I’m looking forward to 
spending time there. When you’re on the 
road playing, you don’t get too much time 
to hang out, so it will probably be just driv- 
ing around looking at sights from out the 
window of the car. I don’t know if we’ll get 
a chance to get out too much.” 


Then what does it take to shake up your 
normally mellow outlook? 

Oh, man, I was shook up this morning. Just 
getting ready to go on a PR tour for this 
movie I’ve got coming out. I’m heading out to 
L.A., and I’m going to be gone for two weeks, 
just packing and juggling all the balls. I think 
that’s probably what gets me riled up is jug- 
gling all the balls, keeping the plates spinning. 

How did doing “Crazy Heart” change the 
way it feels for you to perform music? Has 
anything happened in your music 
career that gave you a sense 
of deja vu, like you were 
back to being Bad Blake? 
Well, “Crazy Heart” 
was such a shot in the 
arm for my music. I 
got to hang out with 
{some of] my best 
friends, T Bone Bur- 
nett and Stephen 
Bruton, who the 
film was dedicated 
to. He’s no longer 
with us. He was so 
instrumental in making 
that movie a success, and 
he was with me every day That 
kind of carried on to the album 
that I put out maybe a year or so after “Crazy 
Heart” with T Bone. And Stephen’s songs are 
on that as well. “Crazy Heart,” just playing 
that character, you kind of get in that charac- 
ter’s shoes, and like most things you practice, 
if you do something over and over again, you 
kind of get better at it, and it becomes some- 
thing you enjoy doing. That was the case with 
“Crazy Heart” with me. 

During shows, do you ever feel the urge to 
do an Eagles cover just to show that you as 
a person, unlike The Dude in “The Big Leb- 
owski,” don’t actually hate them? 

{Laughs.} Yedh, sometimes I run into those 
guys at a party or something; they’ll give me 
grief about The Dude. {Laughs.} No, we don’t 
do any Eagles tunes. We do some Creedence. 
{Laughs.} Maybe we gotta work on some 
Eagles {songs}. I’ve run into ’em before. 
They’re nice guys. We’re friends.

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Chicago Dancing Festival 
returns for an eighth year 

By Amanda E. Snyder i for redeye 
Get ready for three days of more than a dozen 
dance performances for zero dollars. That’s 
right: The Chicago Dancing Festival, the 
country’s biggest free dance fest, returns for 
an eighth year, and it won’t cost you a cent. 

The creation of choreographer Lar Lubo- 
vitch and dancer Jay Franke, the fest kicks off 
Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. with a commissioned 
piece created by Kyle Abraham and per- 
formed by Hubbard Street Dance Chicago, 
plus performances by The Juilliard School, 
Martha Graham Dance Company and Stars 
of American Ballet. While the sold-out open- 
ing night takes place in the Harris Theater 
for Music and Dance, it will be simulcast on a 
screen at the Jay Pritzker Pavilion to reach an 
even wider audience. 

Two other nights of performance include a 
sold-out evening of duets at the Museum of 
Contemporary Art (Friday at 6 and 8 p.m.) 
with performances by Adam Barruch, The 
Joffrey Ballet, Martha Graham Dance Com- 


pany Pam Tanowitz Dance and a new com- 
missioned work, choreographed by Ron De 
Jesus. The grand finale celebration takes place 
at 7:30 p.m. Saturday at the Jay Pritzker Pa- 
vilion and features a third new work commis- 
sioned for the fest by choreographer Darrell 
Grand Moultrie, as well as performances by 
The Joffrey Ballet, The Juilliard School, Hub- 
bard Street, Rennie Harris Puremovement 
and Washington Ballet dancers Brooklyn 
Mack and Maki Onuki. Here’s what to expect 
from the fest’s three new works. 

'Counterpoint’ by Kyle Abraham 

On opening night, viewers will witness the 
world premiere of this piece performed by 
Hubbard Street. Glenn Edgerton, artistic 
director of the company said Abraham plays 
with the concept of counterpoint throughout 
the work, from its staging to lighting, music 
and, of course, choreography It integrates 
ballet technique with contemporary move- 
ments, all at a fast pace, highlighting the 
dancers’ clarity of movement and athleticism. 
Edgerton said the performance— and festival 
as a whole— is enormously important to him 


and the company “{It} opens the door for folks 
to come see us who’ve heard of Hubbard Street 
but never seen us,” he said, “and to folks who’ve 
maybe never seen a dance performance, 
period.” 

Untitled duet by 
Ron De Jesus 

Chicago choreographer 
Ron Dejesus is very fa- 
miliar with the phrase 
“the show must go 
on.” After he created 
a unique duet for two 
local dancers with The 
Nexus Project, one them 
was injured and unable 
to perform. Rather than 
find a replacement, De Jesus 
is creating an entirely new duet 
with two different dancers from The Nex- 
us Project. While the project was still being 
crafted as of press time, he said his inspiration 
for the piece comes from “the fact that we are 
all walking novels. We tell of our mad journey 
while stretching the imagination ... that creates 


a riveting display of our real-life actions.” 

‘Cyclic Connections’ 
by Darrell Grand Moultrie 

On the festival’s final evening. New 
Tbrk choreographer DarreU 
Grand Moultrie presents 
his work, “Cyclic Con- 
nections,” performed by 
local high school stu- 
dents participating in 
After School Matters. 
Moultrie created the 
piece in just more than 
a week and worked with 
the dancers to generate 
movement— a process he 
said is challenging but re- 
warding. “The significance {of 
being a part of the festival] is being 
able to work with young people who are in a 
similar situation as I was once in, learning about 
the dance community and the process of being 
an artist,” he said. “I get to be a thread in the 
process of their journey which is very reward- 
ing.”

*OITNB’ cast, creator 
unlock show’s secrets

For a show about locking women away, “Or- 
ange Is the New Black” has had a remarkably 
freeing effect on the television industry With 
solid ratings and 12 nominations heading into 
this month’s Emmy Awards, the Netflix series 
has, in just two seasons, provided rock-solid 
proof that female-dominant ensemble shows 
are catnip to viewers and critics alike. The 
Envelope got a day pass to sit down with most 
of the show’s nominees— creator Jenji Kohan 
and actresses Taylor Schilling (Piper); 

Kate Mulgrew (Red); Uzo Aduba 
(Crazy Eyes), who already won an 
Emmy this week for her per- 
formance; and Laverne Cox 
(Sophia)— on the show’s set. 

Male-dominant sets have a 
tendency to get super 
macho. What’s the result of 
having a set fuii of women? 

Uzo Aduba: In my lifetime, I 
have only had two artistic experi- 
ences that were entirely female dominated. 

In both of those areas, they’ve cut into the 
marrow of my spirit and soul. It’s about being 
part of something that’s authentic, being in 
a female-driven experience that is truly at 
heart seeking out the kernel of truth and is in 
support of women. 

Kate Muigrew: That kernel must exist in the 
imagination of the creator. If it doesn’t exist 
there, it cannot be transferred. I don’t care if 
you bring in genius actors. 

Taylor Schilling: This has changed my life 
in every capacity, this whole experience. 
Personally and professionally So many coura- 
geous people have come together to say we 
have the same goal, the same aims— we’re 
telling the same story 
Jenji Kohan: But it becomes a dance: I hear 


your voices in my head. I’m a little schizo- 
phrenic. It’s become this symbiotic experi- 
ence where we feed off of each other and I 
hear your characters and voices. We have your 
pictures on the walls {of the writers’ room}, 
and you have become the characters now 
Laverne Cox: I would love to be in the writ- 
ers’ room. That’s one of my dreams. 

JK: That will never happen. If you sat as a fly 
on the wall, it wouldn’t be the same experi- 
ence. Part of it is that we’re this kind of 
secret cabal. 

TS: I don’t want to know how the 
sausage is made. 

What’s your strongest 
memory of auditioning for 
the show? 

KM: I was given only two 
little pages; I think it was in- 
dicated at the top that she was 
a Russian woman who had been 
inside for many years. But it was 
a mere suggestion. When that came 
into my imagination— the Red I do now 
{slips into Russian accent] is an odd thing, a 
kismet thing— that’s what was intended. It 
was a moment of magic. 

TS: I had a similar experience to Kate: The 
ease with which Piper fit was extraordinary 
in my experience. I read the script and little 
doors in my imagination started opening of 
their own accord. 

UA: I auditioned for another part. I audi- 
tioned for Janae. 

JK: And I loved her and called {casting direc- 
tor] Jen Euston and said, “Tell her she’s not 
right for this, but she will be in the show. Tell 
her she got the job.” 

TS: Sometimes I feel like I should be working 
harder. But Jenji said when it’s right, it’s easy 
When it’s right, it just goes easy
